1. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner's Response: 

In response to applicant's argument that "controlling said access to said first memory based on said control information stored in said 
second memory, wherein said controller operates based on said control information stored in said second memory to store said image 
data and data having a format different from a format of said image data, in the form of a directory structure", a recitation of the intended 
use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. 
See In re Casey. 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto. 136 USPQ 458. 459 (CCPA 1963). 

The Karube reference discloses a controller (see figure 14A. element 203) that operates based on control information stored in the 
second memory (206) to store image data in the first memory (207) from on a directory or queue structure (see column 14, lines 47-49 
and column 16. lines 24-36). It is inherent that the controller is operable to be programmed to control the storage of other data formats 
into the memory, therefore the limitations are not distinguishable over the prior art. 
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
